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Citizen’s Action Committee 
to oppose 744 Housing? 


The Wilmington Board of Appeals is to reconvene next Tuesday 
to discuss the proposal of the Tambone Corp. of Reading to erect 
Low and Moderate Income housing, under the provisions of 
Chapter 744, the so-called Snob Zoning Law, on the banks of the 
Ipswich River, and off Woburn Street. 


The ‘Town Crier has been 


informed that the Barrows. 


Auditorium ‘will be packed’ with members of a Citizen's Action 
Committee. These people will be prepared, so the story goes, to 
oppose the construction of the compartment.complex ‘tooth and 


nail’. 

The proposed housing complex 
was discussed Tuesday evening by 
the Board of Appeals and the Plan- 
ning Board, during the regular 
planning board meeting. Present 
also were several high school 
seniors, members of the Student 
Government. They seemed to find 
the discussion quite interesting. 
One of those discussing the project 
was Carol Thomas, of Thomas 
Associates, planning board ad- 
visors. 

Probably the most important 
statements came from the chair- 
man of the Board of Appeals. 

Bruce MacDonald told the plan- 
ning board members that he had 


been reading, at home, the 
decisions of Justice Tauro, concer- 
ning the Chapter 744 Housing in 
Hanover and Concord. ‘In no way 
are you going to beat this’’ he said. 

He informed the-Ptanning Board 
that there have been no ‘official’ 
complaints received by the Board 
of Appeals from any Wilmington 
board - ‘including the Board of 
Selectmen 

Mrs. Thomas discussed the case 
at length. much of the discussion 
being of an exploratory nature. A 
written report of the conversation 
is to be submitted. 

Four principal points in her dis- 
cussion. concerned (1) The effect 


Planning Board to 


check 1949 


Mill Road, in South Wilmington, 
off Chestnut Street, is not the 
finest road in Wilmington. It leads 
into the Garden of Eden, as the 
country side was known years ago, 
but the road is rough, and iff many 
places very narrow. 

A few weeks ago Atty. Joseph 
Courtney appeared before the 
Planning Board, seeking the right 
for a client to build some homes 
off Mill Road. He and his client 
were informed that no ‘homes 
could be built without conforming 
to the Planning Board rules and 
regulations. 

Monday night Mr. Courtney 
appeared before the Wilmington 
Selectmen, again on the same 
project. Mr. Courtney, this time, 
was appealing under the laws of an 
Official Map. There could be a 
special Board of Appeals for such 
cases. but Wilmington’s selectmen 
have refused to allow such a board 
to be formed. When cases come up 

they act as the Board of Appeals, 
and such was the case Monday 
night. 

Courtney said his client was 
prepared to put in a paved road 18 
feet wide, and an eight inch water 
main. The board of selectmen rais- 
ed some objections, and then voted 
to consider the case later. 

Tuesday evening the Planning 
Board got to discussing the case. 
That board is unhappy about the

upon the Ipswich River, (2) The 
possibilities of difficulties with the 
sewerage system, (3) the noise 
level of Roite 93, and (4) the traf- 
fie conditions of Woburn Street. 

The proposed six story building 
for Elderly Housing was discuss- 
ed 

Chairman Arthur Harding said 
he was against any housing for the 
elderly which was over two stories 
in height. He wondered what would 
happen in the event of a power 
failure. 

Harding was joined by Bob 
Leahy. who wondered if there real- 
ly would be adequate fire fighting 
facilities in a structure of such a 
height. Leahy wanted to check 
with the Medford Housing Authori- 
ty about the experience in that city 
in high rise apartments for the 
elderly. 

The Planning Board members 
also noted that there are 
provisions for participation by 
citizens. to screen admission by 
citizens to such housing projects. 
Apparently no one is interested 
was their reaction.

selectmen acting as their own 
board of appeals. 

The Planning Board members 
noted that the ‘covering’ statute, 
Section 81 of Chapter 41 of the 
General Laws had been accepted 
in Town Meeting in December, 
1949. 

Edward C Manning was the 
chairman of the Planning Board at 


that time. and the Planning Board 
wondered what the wording was, 
in that vote on Section 81. Could it 
be that the selectmen did not have 
the power to act as a Board of 
Appeals? 

The next move is to ask the 
Town Clerk: Just what did the 
town vote. back in December of 
1949.

There was a split decision on the two gravel bylaw articles. 
The town voted to allow Daniel Ballou in minimum sized hous lot, 
near Gowing Brook on Park Street, and to sell 24,000 square feet 
of land, off Parker Street, to Kevin J. McMillan.

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Personalities kill industrial water main action 


The proposal to install water mains on Ballardvale Street, in 
the Town Meeting ran into several snags in last Saturday’s 
meeting, and eventually the articles were withdrawn by the board 
of water commissioners. The fight started originally over a ques- 
tion of flat water rates, and-eventually snagged on personalities 
which aroused the voters and caused a negative vote on Article 


13. 


The water commissioners then withdrew the next six articles, 


and Article 20. 


Chairman Arnold Blake refused to continue, and said that the 
action of the voters would probably cost about $300,000 due to the 
effects of inflation, on the installation of water mains. 


The Town Meeting was one hour 
late in starting, for lack of a 
quorum. The discussion started on 
the water articles, extension of 
water mains to an industrial area. 
The mains were to be paid for, in 
part. by betterments. 

Arnold Blake discussed the 
problems ina general way, and Ar- 
ticle eleven was moved. 

One of the speakers uncorked a 
surprise. Mrs. Pat White brought 
up the water rates, and asked the 
voters to postpone action in- 
definitely. until a flat rate water 
rate had been instituted by the 
water commissioners. 

This action. she said, had been 
requested by the Town Meeting of 
a year ago. Nothing had been 
done. 

The editor of the Town Crier 
spoke on the fact that the League 
of Women Voters were being nam- 
ed. and he was surprised at the ac- 


tion. The LWV, he said, has 
always in the past very carefully 
prepared their material. 

Neilson went on to say that 
Selectman Boylen and himself had 
discussed the problem of equal 
rates many times with the water 


_commissioners. 


Barbara Hooper spoke on the 
need of conserving water, and that 
water was a valuable resource. 

Mrs. White spoke on a point of 
personal privilege, that she was 
speaking on her own, and not for 
the LWV. Neilson, too on a point of 
personal privilege, pointed out that 
the name of the League of Women 
Voters appeared on literature 
which had been given to the voters. 

Dolores Marshall, president of 
the League, also spoke, against the 
article and for flat rates, to en- 
courage conservation. 

The article was voted, 112 to 50. 

Article 12 had no heavy discus-

sion. The article passed, 117 to 47. 

The. fireworks resumed on Arti- 
cle 13. 

The question of flat rates came 
up, and Chairman Blake said he 
wanted enough time to ‘‘properly 
judge this thing.'’ He promised 
that the water commissioners 
would seriously consider the 
problem. 

Several persons spoke, some 
with an anti-industry attitude.

Development Program 


Peter Holzmeister, assistant 
town manager, has been working 
on a “Community Development 
Program’ for Wilmington, a 
program which will probably par- 
ticipate in federal funds, for local 
improvements. 

A’ meeting was held in the 
Woburn Street School on Monday 
Only five persons showed up, and 
they were more interested in 
debating the Saturday Town 
Meeting than in discussing im- 
provements of Wilmington. 

Tuesday Mr. Holzmeister spent 
an hour with the planning board. 
Last night he was scheduled for an 
open session in the Mildred Rogers 
School 

Discussed Tuesday night were 
drainage system improvements, 
based on a report by Whitman & 
Howard, Engineers. Chairman 
Arthur Harding thought that 
Wilmington needed improvement 
on the old bridges for the 
railroads. He termed these to be 
the “most critical points,"’ for im- 
provement. 

Also discussed was acquisition 
of neighborhood recreation areas, 


in housing developments; solid 
waste disposal facilities; housing 
for the elderly (Holzmeister 
Teports that the Massachusetts 
Department of Community Affairs 
is issuing favorable decisions for 
Wilmington); a sidewalk construc- 
tion program, with updating of the 
1965 sidewalk report, and a 
program for the demolition of 
empty sub-standard buildings. 

The Wilmington Selectmen had 
received, Monday night, an offer 
from the Boston & Maine 
Railroad. to sell the Shawsheen 
Avenue bridge, and the Bridge 
Lane bridge, to the town, for $1 
each, with the provision that the 
bridges be raised to a level of 
twenty feet and two inches above 
the tracks. 

Chairman Harding said that this 


would be ‘‘the worst investment - 


the town ever made.” 

He believed that there had been 
state legislation on the subject, 
and he was in favor of pedestrian 
bridges, but at Wilmington'’s own 
terms. 


In the past year people have become ac- 
ycustomed to seeing zooming electric light 
bills, because of the energy crisis. 
Families, as the saying goes, can halve the 
use of electricity and see their light bill 
double. 

At the same time a facility like the air- 
port in East Boston can and does continue 
to have electric lights illuminating hun- 
dreds of acres of airport grounds. The air- 
port light bills, of course, are expressed in 
commercial rates, which are a fraction of 
home or domestic rates. 

It is enough in these days to get any 
householder upset. Utility rates are devis- 
ed by men who are experts in the art, and 
the common homemaker seems to be a by- 
product of their thinking. 

Yet to change utility rates is not easy. It 
is not accomplished by mere wishful think- 
ing. The Town of Wellesley recently did 
something about getting a flat rate for elec- 
trical energy. This column is not prepared 
to discuss that. 

Water rates, and sewer rates, too, have 
the same problems, or nearly so. 

To further complicate matters, some 
utilities are,municipally owned. It is dif- 
ficult to explain to the residents of an area 
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served by such a utility why an industrial 
rate should be different from a residential 
rate. . That is like stepping on certain 
stockholders’ toes. 

In Wilmington there is a water and sewer 
department. It js municipally owned, and 
operates under ‘the provisions of a state 
charter granted in 1923. The com- 
missioners, who are appointed by the town 
Manager are capable and honest men. 
They operate in a manner of all utilities, 
but with the idea that their ultimate respon- 
sibilities are to the town. 

There have been discussions about rates - 
flat rates, and rates that are set as demand- 
ed in good utility management. Selectman 
Boylen, the editor of the Town Crier, and 
Christian Bachman, chairman of the 
finance committee have all discussed the 
problems with the water commissioners, . 
not in the heat of a town meeting, but rather 
in the relative calm and quiet of a water 
commissioner’s meeting. 

The three men do not present exactly the 
same arguments, but there are similarities, 
The commissioners courteously listen, but 
do not agree. It must be agreed that to 
arrive at a solution that will satisfy all men 
is not an easy thing to accomplish. 

In recent months the commissioners have 
found themselves to be on both sides of the 
fence. 

A gew sewer main was installed during 
the summer of a year ago, up as far as 
Eames Street. The money, was advanced 
by the federal government. 

There are always strings to federal funds. 

In this case the water and sewer com- 
missioners had to charge a flat rate for 
sewer services - almost exactly what 
Messers Bachman, Boylen and Neilson 
have been arguing about water. 

A suit has been instituted, in the courts, 
by one of the firms using the new sewer. 
That firm contends that the rates are un- 
fair, because there is no volume discount. 

Thus, the reader will note, Wilmington’s 
water and sewer commissioners are busy 
defending both sides of the same fence. 

They charge utility rates for water, and 
get assaulted in the town meeting, and they 
charge, pursuant to federal orders, flat 
rates for sewerage, and one of the local 
firms hauls them into court. Their’s is not 
an enviable position.

One point in which he was unable 
to get agreement was on Federal 
participation (funding). There 
wefe those who did not want such 
funding. nor state funding, for fear 
of federal or state rulings which 
would take Control of the forest out 
of local hands. 

Vandals and motorcyclists were 
feared. by officials of Camp Forty 
Acres. which has several times 
suffered the depredations of this 
type of individual. That fear show- 
ed up in the vote in the Town 
Meeting. 

Miceli, Saturday afternoon, 
presented the argument that this 
was probably the last chance to 
take the land for the “enjoyment 
of futer generations."’ He told the 
Town Meeting that ‘‘no re- 
imbursement was guaranteed.” 

Miceli told the Town Meeting 
that none of the land of Camp For- 
ty Acres was being taken, and none 
would be included in the Town 
Forest. 

The cost to Wilmington he said, 
put in terms of ten year bonds, 


would be 17 cents annually, on the ' 


tax rate 

Madelyn McKie rose to say that 
federal funds would be available, 
as long as the uses were not on- 
compatible. This did not cheer the 
people backing Camp Forty Acres. 

Mrs. McKie went on to explain 
some of the points of Chapter 744, 
the ‘'Snob Zoning Law,” so called. 
If this land was taken out of its 
present status and made into town 
owned land there would be less 
“need” for low cost housing, ac- 
cording to that law, Mrs. McKie 
said. ‘This isa way we can reduce 
our 744 impact.” 

Authur Spear of the finance com- 
mittee told the Town Meeting that 
Wilmington takes the eminent do- 
main law ‘‘too lightly."" Mr. Spear 
cited the 65 acres owned by John 
Earl Dick of Bedford. He did not 
name Dick. but said that the 
gentlerian was trying ‘to preserve 
the property for his grandchildren, 
and -had it ina trust fund, until 
1989. According to Spear. Dick had 
no objection to Wilmington 
citizens enjoying the use of the 
land. 

Selectman Miceli did not agree 
with Mr. Spear. . 

Bruce Peters arose, and discuss- 
ed the taking last summer, in East 
Wilmington. It was, he said, ‘one 
of the greatest things” the town 
had done. “If we want this land, 
go ahead and take it.’ The land, 
Peters said, would eventually 
become housing. “If you don't 
want the tax rates to go up, you've 
got to take this!” 

Selectman Dan Gillis told of a 
dinner he had attended in 
Tyngsboro, in which he implied 
that a person who owned the land 
in question had discussed the 
possibility of a gravel pit there. 
Gillis said the town forest should 
be ‘‘at least 154 acres.”

William R. McMenimen, direc- 
tor of public health in the town of 
Tewksbury has announced an ex- 
citing new hearing conservation 
program for Tewksbury residents 
in cooperation with- the Boston 
Guild for the Hard of Hearing, 
beginning April 8 and 9. 

Screening tests of hearing for 
adults will be given in the Guild’s 
new $40.000 completely equipped 
mobile unit, staffed by a highly 
trained non-commercial 
autiometric technician under the 
supervision of a professionally 
qualified clinical audiologist from 
the Guild which is licensed by the 
Massachusetts Department of 
PublicHealth. Early detection 
and treatment of hearing loss often 
can greatly alleviate the problem. 

Volunteers acting as recep- 
tionists are Elaine Winsor and 
Public Health Nurses from Lowell 
Visiting Nurse Association will 
follow up test failures to aid them 
in obtaining medical assistance, if 
needed.

Dear Larz: 

One of the results of last Satur- 
day's (March 15) Town Meeting 
was the passing of Article 39 mak- 
ing Wilmington a closed town for 
shooting. We would like to com- 
ment on this new bylaw for the 
benefit of other towns considering 
making the same mistake. 

First. it was passed on the use of 
pure emotion rather than common 
logic. There are many existing 
laws covering the use of firearms 
where the damage to property and 
the threat to life are involved. Itis 
a matter of simply enforcing these 
laws. The proponents of this bylaw 
stated that it was impossible for 
the police to catch the persons 
violating these laws. We suggest 
that the police should use more 
discretion in their approach (i.e., 
no sirens). should also watch for 
patterns (such as every Sunday), 
and take their duty in enforcing 
laws, protecting the people in- 
volved, more seriously. 
Furthermore, the endangered 
residents making complaints 
about shooters should take pic- 
tures of the violators, take down 
license plate numbers, act as 
witnesses to the violations, and, in 
general. do everything in their 
power to help the police prosecute 
these offenders. If the firearms 
regulations are not applicable in a 
given situation, then the trespass- 
ing laws, which are just as harsh, 
should be strictly enforéed. 

A more logical. unemotional 
solution for this problem couls not 
only be the zoning of areas for hun- 
ting. such as the towns of Littleton 
and Weston have done. but also the 
marking by signs of safe hunting 
areas. One of the best solutions, 
which is commonly practiced by 
responsible shooters, is to police 
themselves and report violators 
misusing firearms (those who fire 
at houses, water tanks, town signs, 
etc. ). 

While bylaw No. 39 does include 
a penalty for for the neglegent 
offenders (many of whom are 
from out of town), it directly 
penalizes the responsible hunters 
and shooters of Wilmington. A 
nationally recognized sport must 
be deprived from our townspeople. 

This bylaw also disqualified our 
town from being restocked annual- 
ly with mammals and fowl by the 
Department of Natural Resources. 

We voted for a new, large town 


forest. but then deprive it of 
stocked animals. We ask: Is that 
fair? 


In conclusion. one must question 
whether it has hindered and 
restricted-bothhthe adding of one 
more law has actually helped the 
residents in need or whether it has 
hindered and restricted both the 
town and its responsible citizens.
